Our Cause Ruined, 

We were gravely assured a day or two since 
by an intelligent gentleman that our cause was 
ruined—the Liberty party was defunct—its 
principles would soon go into oblivion,—all be- 
cause we would not suffer ourselves to be spong- 
ed up by the great Whig party! For the sake 
of reviving the spirits @f all such disconsolate 
gentlemen, for we are bound to believe they 
feel mournful over the supposed death of a par 
ty in which they took so deep an interest be- 
fore the election, we would submit a few con- 
siderations. 

Is it not remarkable that the unwavering fi- 
delity of the members of the Liberty party to 
each other, should result in its dissolution? 

Is it not still more remarkable that they 
should have ruined their cause by refusing to 
regard it otherwise than as of paramount 
importance? that they should™fave sunk their 
principles into utter oblivion, by a consistent, 
thorough adherence to them? 

Would it not have been a most ingenious way 

to magnify our cause and make it honorable, to 
propagate our principles and secure respect for 
ourselves, to have subordinated our Cause to 
Whig policy, merged ourselves in the Whig 
party, and held our principles in abeyance as of 
comparatively little importance, for the sake of 
elevating to office a man who abhorred them 
and their advocates? 
Had this policy been pursued, our Party 
would certainly have been dissolved beyond the 
power of re-union, and no honest man would 
have shed a tear over its ashes. On the con- 
trary, if it is now defunct, it is a melancholy 
satisfaction to know that it has died in its in- 
tegrity, battling fearlessly for its principles. 

But is it dead? Waat is the proof? Do you 
find it in the fact that it gave a larger vote du- 
ring the late stormy excitement than it ever did 
before? Js the great cause of Human Rights to 
which it is pledged, ruined? Let us see. 

From Mainé to Wisconsin, all through the 
free States, the Liberty press is teeming with 
soul-stirring productions, In Bangor, Boston, 
Cincinnati, we have daily journals carrying the 
truth among the business classes of the commu- 
nity; and in “Albany and Chicago it is in con- 
templation now to establish two more Liberty 
dailies. Away out in Wisconsin, Mr. Sholes, 
formerly a Democratic editor, has consecrated 
his fine talents and spacious sheet to the Liber- 
ty Cause. AtChicago, Illinois, is the Western 
Citizen, one of our largest and best filled ex- 
changes, under the control ofan industrious Li- 
berty editor. At the capital of Indiana, Mr. 
De Puy, another Democratic editor, who refused 
to swear by James K. Polk and Slavery, has 
flung the Liberty banner to the breeze, and in 
his Indiana Freeman shows himself a workman 
that need not be ashamed. “The Free Labor 
Advocate,” another Liberty paper in the same 
State, a veteran in the cause, is pursuing the 
quiet tenor of itsway. In this State we have 
four weeklies, with a far larger total circulation 
than that of any other four or half dozen papers 
you can produce. In other free States, the Li- 
berty journals already established are in a 
flourishing condition, and new ones are from 
time to time springing into life. 

And yet our cause is ruined, is it? Never 
before had it such life and power. Why, the 


‘|reproach of Abolitionism has almost ceased. 


Allthrough the North the latent hostility to 
slavery is breaking out. Dr. Wayland is en- 
gaged in elaborate argumentation against it, 
and his articles are republished in papers till 
now closed against its discussion. The New 
York Tribune, with all its unreasonablo, acri- 
monious denunciation of Liberty men, is deal- 
ing heavy blows against Slavery. It has just 
concluded the publication of the whole of Mr. 
Emerson’s eloquent address on West India 





Emancipation; and its rebukes of oppression 


ad 


can only be equaled by those of professed Li- 
berty papers. In one week now, it contains 
more anti-slavery matter than in many months 
before the election. And the Pittsburgh Ga- 
zette, which is forever prating about the untold 
miseries which the action of the Liberty party 
has inflicted on the country, has even put forth 
since the election, a new edition of the Whig 
creed. Before the election, September 13th, 
1842, Henry Clay, the declared incarnation of 
Whig principles, thus announces the Whig 
creed :— 


“ A sound national currency. 

“An adequate revenue with fair protection to 
American industry. ; 

“Just restraints on the Executive Power. 

“Distribution of the proceeds of the. Public 
Lands. 

“An honest and economical administration of 
the Government. 

“The President to be eligible for one term.” 


And the Whig National Convention which 
met at Baltimore, May Ist, 1844, set forth the 
creed then, of the Whig party as follows: 


“A Tariff for revenue with discrimination in 

favor of protections . 
“Distribution of the proceeds of Public Lands. 
“A single term fur the Presidency. - 
“A reform of Executive usurpation.” 


Not one word about Slavery, or Texas, or the 
Slave Power, or Slavery-usurpations, in all this 
—and yet, according to the resolutions, it em- 
braced all the great principles of the Whig par- 
ty! There was consistency in this. It would 
have been awkward in a party, the controling 
section of which is slaveholding, represented too 
by a slaveholding chieftain, whose voice had 
been raised loudly in opposition to the anti- 
slavery movement, to have adopted asa part of 
its creed, anti-slavery principles ! 

But, now for evidence of progress. SINCE 
the election, the Pittsburgh Gazette has found 
out that the creed was not perfect. It now says— 

“If we understand the creed of the Whig par- 
ty, it is this: 

“Equal and exact justice to all men. 

“Protection to American industry. 

“Distribution of the proceeds of the Public 
Lands for purposes of nternal Improvement 
and Education. 

“The Strict Maintenance of National Faith. 

“The Right of Petition. 

“No Extension of Slavery. 

“And to these may be added—for we deem it 
to be in accordance with Whig principles—the 
final abolition of slavery in the District of Colum- 
bia, and with the consent of the States, its total 
extinction throughout the Union.” 

Now, we say nothing of this fraudulent at- 
tempt to delude the public with the idea that a 
party, in which such men as Waddy Thompson, 
W. C. Preston, Rives, Leigh, Berrien, &c. &c., 
exert a controling influence, can hold to the 
principle of no extension of slavery, and its 
final abolition, so soon as the States may con- 
sent! Our object is simply to show, that so far 
from our Cause being prostrated, leading Whig 
editors at the North, are obliged to plagiarize 
its first principles, and pass them off as 
original Whig principles ! 

Again—if the cause is so utterly ruined, how 
happens it, that one of the first acts of a Whig 
Governor in Ohio is, the denunciation of the 
Black Law of the State, a thing without a par- 
allel in all our former messages—that, one of the 
first acts of a Whig Senate, and of a Whig 
House, in the latter at the suggestion of a Demo- 
cratic member, is the appointment of select 
committees, to consider and report on the peti- 
tions for the repeal of the laws against colored 
people—and that one of the first acts of a Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives, is the repeal 
of the Gag, which for six years had disgraced 
a Whig House and a Democratic House in suc- 
cession? Are these evidences that our cause is 
ruined—that our party has lost its power? May 
Heaven multiply such evidences a thousand 
fold! 





TWO CENTS POSTAGE. 
The following statistics and calculations were 
presented to the late meeting for the reduction of 
Postage, by Mr. Cuase. They deserve general 
attention. 
All agree that the rate of postage ought to be as 
low as possible: and if the Two CENTS RATE is 
practicable, it ought to be adopted. That it is 
practicable, it the franking privilege be abolished, 
as, by almost universal concession, it ought to be, 
seems to be certain; for who can doubt that the 
correspondence of the country will be quadrupled 
at least—when, in England, where a moiety of the 
people cannot write, where mind is not nearly so 
active and enterprise not half so§ vigorous, as in 
this country, the correspondence is tenfold what it 
was at the dear rate? We think it will be more 
than quadrupled; and that, %i%™ very few years, 
our correspondence will increase 1 much as that 
of England. ‘Then, even at the reduced rate, our 
Post Office will support itself. 
But to the statistical statement : 
According to the Report of the Post- 
master General, transmitted to the Sen- 
ate, the number of letters paid and un- 
paid, free and drop, deposited in the 
Post Offices during one year, according 
to an estimate based on October, 1843,

The above calculation is on the supposition that 
expenses continue as they are; but a vast amount 
may be saved. Also upon the supposition of a 
quadruple rate of increase only ; but a much larger 
increase is probable. It is proposed to pay the 
temporary deficit out of the general revenue. 
This is not a new thing: Congress did, not many 
years ago, appropriate half a million, out of the 
general revenue, to pay the expenses of the Post 
Office. Its equity is obvions, from the considera- 
tion that on-all the principal routes letters can be 
carried at a profit for two cents ; and it is unjust to 
charge upon the letters on these routes the expense 
of unproductive routes. It is the general interest 
that the unproductive routes be maintained ; let 
the general revenue pay it, until the whole support 
itself. 

It is a fact worth noting, that there are routes 
now in nineteen States, the expenses of which ex- 
coed the receipts by $762,869, a sum nearly equal 
to the possible temporary deficit on the two cent 
plan. This deficit is now charged on letter wri-

A dish of sea-slugs next made its appearance, 
and Mr. Abeel rather wondered why they were 
not favored with birds’ nests, which is deemed 
a great luxury. 

Thirty or forty dishes of fish, flesh, and fowl, 
including chickens, ducks, pigeons, beef, pork, 
and mutton, or kid, some, admirably cooked, 
were successively served up.

Three young men have been scntenced for 
twelve years to the penitentiary in Missouri, 
for instructing a few miserable bondmen, how 
to escape from slavery. They were, as is 
well known, pious men, preparing for the 
ministry. 

C. T. Torrey, a minister of the gospel, of un- 
blemished reputation, 4 man in the prime of 
life, has been convicted of aiding certain 
slaves in Baltimore to escape, and sentenced to 
confinement in the penitentiary, for ten yeats: 
Captain Walker, an upright man and a good 
citizen, has been found guilty.in Florida, of 
giving escaping slaves shelter on board his ves. 
sel, and condemned to stand in the pillory; to 
be branded in the hand, with the letters, *S, 
S.;” to be in jail fora length of time; and to 
pay afine. At the same time civil suits are 
pending against him toa large amount. 

Now, we will confess that the practice of 
going into slave States to aid slaves to escape is 
imprudent, embarrasses the anti-slavery cause, 
and so far as it involves stratagem, deception, 





falsification is immoral. But, in itself, the act 


of aiding an innocent fellow being, in chains, 
to obtain his liberty, peaceably, is not wrong, 
but right and heroic. Let any religious editor, 
if he dare, stand forth and deny this. 

But, what has been the conduct of the reli- 
gious press generally? It has maintained 
a dastardly silence in relation to the cruel 
punishment of the Missouri sufferers. It re- 
cords the fact of Torrey’s punishment, without 
comment. And not one of our religious ex- 
changes has whispered indignation at the 
diabolical inflictions upon Captain Walker !— 
We do not ask them to approve of the acts of 
these men. Let them if they please denounce 
them as wild and imprudent—but, for the sake 
of the holy religion they profess, for the sake of 
the merciful Jesus, who came to preach deliv- 
erance to the captive, let them lift their voices 
in solemn condemation of laws which punish 
acts, that cannot at the most be deemed any 
other than acts of misguided philanthropy, 
more severely than high-handed, outrageous 
crime. 

The fact that they do not do so—that they 
manifest a most heartless indifference in these 
matters,proves that all their flaming professions 
of love to God and man are hollow and delusive. 


Extraordinary Proceedings, 

The General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, at its-last session, suspended 
Bishop Andrew, in his Episcopal functions.—

Mr. Benton’s Annexation Bill, 
Mr. Benton’s bill, which we publish below, is 


diately of a State to be called the State of 
Texas, as large as the largest in the Union, 
which is to be a slaveholding State, and then 
for the division afterwards of: the territory, 
equally between Slavery and Freedom, giving 
up to the latter the section where there is no 
possibility of the former flourishing! The 
Whigs, we notice, are inclined to eulogise Mr.

Now, if possible, his plan, so far as Slavery is 
concerned, is as bad as Mr. T'yler’s, which 
makes no provision in relation to slaveholding. 
On the latter plan, Texas would be annexed as 
a Territory simply—nota State—leaving it un- 
decided whether States formed out of it should 
be admitted as slave States or not. 


A Bill to provide for the Annexation of Texas to 
the United States. 


Be it enacted, &c. That the President of the 
United States be and he hereby is authorized 
and advised to open negotiations with Mexico 
and Texas for the adjustment of boundaries, 
and the annexation of the latter to the United 
States, on the following basis, to wit : 

I. The boundary of the territory annexed to 
be in the desert prairie west of the Nueces,and 
along the highlands and mountain heights 
which divide the waters of the Mississippi from 
the waters of the Rio del Norte, and to latitude 
a” (9 degrees north. 

Il. The people of Texas, by a legislative act, 
or by any authentic act which shows the will 
of the majority, to express their assent to said 
annexation. 

ITI. A State, to be called “the State of Tezx- 
as,” with boundaries fixed by herself, and an 
extent not exceeding that of the largest State 
in the Union, be admitted into the Union, by 
virtue of this act, on an equal footing with the 
original States. 

IV. The remainder of the annexed territory 
to be held and disposed of by the United States 
as,one of their territories, and to be called 
“t e Southwest Territory.” 

V. The existence of slavery to be forever 
prohibited in the northern and northwestern 
partof said territory, west of the 100th degree 
of longitude west from Greenwich, so as to di- 
vide as equally as may be the whole of the an- 
nexed country between slaveholding and non- 
slaveholding States. 

VI. The assent of Mexico to be obtained by 
treaty to such annexation and boundary, or to 
be dispensed with when the Congress of the 
United States may deem such assent to be un- 
gS 

VII. Other details of the annexation to be 
adjusted by treaty, so far as the same may come 
within the scope of the treaty-making power.

and his last illness was gccasioned by his disin- 
terested labors in this holy cause, He was a 
man of strong mind, ardent benevolence, great 
firmness, and high-toned conscientiousness. 

He died in the enjoyment of the richest 
blessings of that religion of which he had so 
long been a consistent professor.

Checking Runaway Herses, 

A safety rein has been recently adopted in 
Edinburgh. It consists of a rein composed 
rtly-ef common lcathex,one end of which is 
attached to the bridle at the top of the horse's 
head, while the other rests at the. pommel of 
the saddle, or on the splash board or coach box, 
as the case may be. Running up the cat-gut 
part by means of loops, is a short cross piece of 
cat-gut, which rests against the windpipe of 
the animal, ready to be pulled up of the rein. 
A quick and firm pull to stop the breathing of 
the animal, is all that is necessary to Ma ay nt 
toan instantaneous pause. He may be in a 
state of panic, and running off with the bit 
between his teeth, in spite of every means of 
checking him; but no sooner does he feel the 
stricture of his breathing, than he is conscious 
of being outwitted and nonplussed, and be- 
comes instantly as quiet as a lamb; atthe same 
time he keeps quite firm on his legs—the check 
not being by any means calculated to bring 
him down. On the contrary, from the position 
in which it places the horse, his shoulders be- 
ing brought up, and being pressed upon his 
haunches, the check is, indeed, eminently cal- 
culated to keep him up. . 

A horse in a gig, fitted up with a safety rein, 
was lately paraded before ourselves in one of 
the streets of Edinburgh, and the animal was 
several time, in the height of his. career (once 
when coming rapidly down hill) brought to a 
sudden stand.

As 
we do not wish to be misunderstood, we must 
repeat our oft expressed opinion, that. we have 
no sympathy with arguments against annexa- 
tion, except those founded on an apprehension 
that slavery would be extended, and upon the 
assumption that the measure as urged by John 
Tyler, would involve bad faith to Mexico.— 
Were these two obstacles out of the way, we 
should regard the annexation of Texas as highly 
desirable; but, with us, they constitute insu- 
peratile objections. 
Mr. Disney inclines to the opinion that an- 
nexation would in the end work for the benefit 
of the colored race, resulting in the final extine- 
tion of slavery. This topic we have handled 
so often, that we have no disposition to discuss 
itagain. Suffice it to say, that Mr. Calhoun, 
and the leaders in the annexation project, ad- 
vocate it primarily as a measure necessary to 
complete and perpetuate the empire of Slavery. 
One remark in the report deserves special 
protest. “This whole matter of ‘Texas annex- 
ation,” it says, “has been decided upon by the 
American People. In the election of James K. 
Polk to the Presidency of the Nation, the elect- 
ors of the States have expressed their opinions 
in favor of its adoption. And the protest of- 
fered by the majority of your Committec 
is only a protest against the action of a major- 
ity of the States, and a majority of the people 
in the Union.” A most extraordinary assump- 
tion, indeed! It is fair to assume that the 
whole of the Whig party were opposed to im- 
mediate annexation. We know that the whole 
of the Liberty party was utterly hostile to an- 
nexation, immediate or remote, while slavery 
was tolerated in the territory. But these two 
perties comprehend a majority of the popular 
vote. A majority, therefore, of the clectors in 
the States of this Union, has decided against 
James K. Polk and annexation. This much is 
certain, But this is not all. The most re- 
spectable and prominent members of the Dem- 
ocratic party in New York protested solemnly 
against the incorporation of the micasure of 
Texas annexation,as a part of the system of 
Democratic measures—and declared their in- 
tention publicly, to vote for James K. Polk un- 
der this protest. Silas Wright, who had voted 
against Tyler’s treaty, and declared in his own 
State his opinions adverse to annexation, wasa 
month or two afterwards nominated by the 
Democratic State Convention as its Gubernato-

We have read this address with more than 
ordinary interest. It isa stromg: argument in 
favor of the incorporation of the Religious Ele- 
ment in Education, and at the same time is 
characterized by just liberality of sentiment. — 
He very properly insists that the Bible should 
be adopted as a text book in all schools—but he 
also acknowledges the right of the Catholic or 
Jewish parent to demand that his children be 
excused from the Bible recitation. For con- 
tending for the same right, and for exposing 
the misrepresentations afloat in regard to this 
matter, we have been charged by some over- 
zealous Protestants, with excessive liberality. 
Let us hear then, the opinions of a man whose 
orthodoxy will scarcely be questioned. 

“But, there is another difficulty. The Roman 
Catholics, it is said, do not desire that their 
children should be instructed in the Scriptures? 
They receive the apocryphal works as a part of 
the Scripture, and contend that we have not 
the whole bible unless we include the apocry- 
pha; and they object to our common English 
translation. 

“In reply to this I may remark in the first 
place, there are many parts of our land, where 
there are no Roman Catholics, and of course 
the difficulty will not occur in those places. 
Secondly, if Roman Catholics choose to ex- 
clude their children from a knowledge of the 
Bible, they have perfectly a legal right to do 
so, and we have no legal right to prevent it; nor 
should we desire any such legal right, for the 
moment we desire auy such legal right, we 
abandon the Protestant principle and adopt the 
Papal. Catholic parents are pertectly compe- 
tent to demand that their children should be 
excused from the Bible recitation, and their 
demand, if made, should be complied with; but 
they have noright to demand that the Bible 
should be withheld from the schools because 
they do not like it, nor do their objections ren- 
der it necessary or excusable for Protestants to 
diseard the Bible from their schools. 

“Again: if Roman Catholics desire that their 
children take their Bibles into the schools, and 
recite from them, by all means let them do so; 
and so of Jews, let them recite from the Old 
Testament, if they choose, to the exclusion of 
the New. We allow to others equal rights with 
ourselves, but we claim for ourselves, and shall 
insist upon having, equal rights with all.” 

That is true Protestant doctrine—or, if not, 
it is true Christian democracy—and we ought 
not to test our doctrines or practices by the Re- 
formation of Luther. We have but one stand- 
ard of faith and practice—and that is the Bi- 
ble—every man being his own interpreter.

More of the Garland Forgery, 
The Signal of Liberty of the 9th December, 
contains several ad@itional documents relating 
to the Garland forgery. The Detroit Adver- 
tiser which had given currency to this tissue of 
lies, and subsequently challenged the Liberty 
men to ferret out theirauthor, refused to publish 
these documents, in which Mr. Birney is vindi- 
cated completely against any suspicion of dis- 
honesty. 
They are as follows :— 
1. A statement of the executive committee 
of the Detroit Liberty association. 
2. A brief communication from Charles W. 
Stewart of Detroit, to the Signal of Liberty, 
requesting the publication in it of a statement 
from Mr. Birney, prepared for the Detroit Ad- 
vertiser, but which this paper had refused to 
publish. 
3. The brief note of Mr. Birney to the Ad- 
vertiser. 
4. The statement referred to. 
The statement commences with a short ad- 
dress to the Liberty party, in which Mr. Birney 
says—“I proceed now to redeem a pledge which 
you did not demand, but which I silently made, 
to furnish substantial proof that every material 
statement heretofore made by me in writing or 
in speaking, relating to my recent nomination 
for the Legislature of Michigan, is true.” 
Then follows a long deposition sworn to and 
subscribed by J. B. Gurland, November 12th, 
1844, before Noah Beach, Justice of the Peace, 
"for Sagtnawetounty, Michigan. 
The substance of the deposition is, that Mr. 
Garland attended a meeting at Saginaw, last 
August, to hear from Mr. Birney a statement 
of alleged mismanagement of certain county 
officers, about which a good deal of complaint 
began to be made—the persons implicated be- 
ing Whigs and’ Democrats—that he and his 
neighbors were much pleased with Mr. Birney’s 
“independent and straightforward course in the 
matter.” That, at the close of the meeting, Mr. 
Birney repeated a notice previously given of an 
address to be delivered by him in the evening, 
in which he proposed to review the conduct of 
the Whigs and Democrats, and give his views 
of the Texas question. That, in the said ad- 
dress, he “condemned in the strongest terms, 
the course of the Democratic party in this and 
in other matters, but particularly in reference 
to the annexation question; he yet avowéd him- 
selfa Democrat; but not, he said, aDemocrat 
of the skin-deep or cutaneous clasy, but a Dem- 
ocrat according to the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence—one who believed that “all men are 
created equal, and entitled to life, liberty and 
the pursuits of happiness”—and he “embodied 
his democracy in these words—that he was 
willing to allow to every citizen the same 
rights, privileges and advantages, that he him- 
self possessed under the laws and constitution 
of the country.” That after this meeting 
he, (Mr. Garland,) had spoken to some of his 
neighbors on the subject of running Mr. Birney 
for the Legislature, and found it acceptable to 
them—and subsequetnly, he expressed to Mr. 
Birney their wish “that he would permit his 
name to be used as a candidate,” and “he con- 
sented.” ‘T'hat Mr. Birney would have preferred 
running as an independent candidate: “ de- 
ponent said nothing to Mr. Birney in reference 
to party pledges or to the support of Demo- 
cratic men and measures; nor did Mr. Birney 
tohim”—the “chief object of both of them 
seeming to be, to rescue the County from mal- 
administration. That not a word was said be- 
tween them as to general politics except this: 
—*deponent told Mr. Birney that the only ob- 
jection any one had mentioned against him, 
was, that if he was sent to the Legislature, he 
might, in view of the importance he gave to 
the slavery question, permit it to interfere as 
Mr. Adams had done in Congress, with the 
regular progress of ordinary legislation. To 
this Mr. Birney replied—commending the 
course of Mr. Adams in giving precedence to 
the slavery question as he had done, and say- 
ing that the State Legislature was not the 
great theatre for settling that question—that 
Congress was—but that in whatever way 
the question might come up in the Legis- 
lature of the State, he would be found oc- 
cupying the ground upon which every one 
knew he stood, in favor of human freedom.”— 
That he: had no other personal communica- 
tion with Mr. Birney, till the 27th of Septem- 
ber, when‘ on his way East, when Mr. B. re- 
marked in reply to what he had understood had 
been objected to him, (that in his zeal for anti- 
slavery objects, local or county affairs would be 
neglected,) that his constituents, should he be 
elected, ‘“‘would have to depend on his known 
habits of business, and his identity of interest 
with them, asa resident of the county.” That 
he, (Garland,) wasappointed a member in the 
Democratic Convention, that met on the 28th 
September, in Saginaw City, in the place of one 
of the delegates who was absent. That in 
the Convention “he offered no pledge in 
behalf of Mr. Birney, for Mr. Birney had giv- 
en him no authority todo so. When he spoke 
of Mr. Birney’s being a Democrat, he referred 
to what Mr. Birney had said of himself pub- 
licly in his address, in the school house; when 
he-spoke of Mr. B’s. carrying out Democratic 
principles he meant that Mr. B. would act con- 
sistently with the true Democratic principles, 
which he himself had avowed, at the same time. 
Such democracy and such principles, deponent 
stated were good enough for him.” What 
immediately follows, we give in the language 
of Mr, Garland, as sworn to before the Magis- 
trate. 
“In relation to the affidavit ofa certain Wil- 
liam S. Driggs, deponent states, that a person 
so calling himself called at his house, repre- 
senting himself as having come out from De- 
troit to attend the land tax sales at Saginaw, 
and conversed with deponent a few minutes, not 
exceeding at the most twenty;—that, depenent 
spoke to Driggs of Mr. Birney’s democracy as 
Mr. Birney had himself explained it in his pub- 
lic address in the school house—that he told 
Driggs that he, deponent, had held but two 
conversations with Mr. B. onthe subject of his 
nomination;—that Mr. B. had spoken to him, 
deponent, with reserve as to his own nomina- 
tion, rather advising that the people should be 
brought to move in the matter—and that the 
person they should fix on ought to be the candi- 
date—that he did not tell Driggs that Mr. Bir- 
ney had told him, deponent, that he, Birney, 
would refrain from agitating the question of 
Abolition in the House, or anything else to 
give the least ground for sucha statement— 
that he did not tell- Dri that-he had in his 
ion a letter f . Birney authorizing 
him (deponent) to make the’statements impu- 
ted to him by Driggs; or any-other statements 
whatever in relation,towhat he would do in the 
event of his being ,eleetéd, as the following co- 
py of the only letter ever received by deponent 
from Mr. Birney will sufficiently shew:

I then offered to pay him for printing them in 
handbill form; this too, he refused to do.

The human mind is so constituted that it will 
attach something dishonorable to that which 
has to be done in the dark, or by stratagem.— 
He who enters a slave State for the sake of help- 
ing off slaves, can scarcely avoid practising de- 
ception, and of course, becoming criminal in 
the pursuit of a philanthropic object. At all 
events, if. detected, no matter whether he 
may have uttered a falsehood or not, he appears 
in the light of a man, aiming to secure his ob- 
jeet by sinister means—and this, of itself, 
creates a strong prejudice against him, reflects 
odium upon the party with which he is identi- 
fied, and embarrasses its operations. If some 
zealous Liberty man, should see fit to visit a slave 
State, and openly advocate anti-slavery senti- 
ments, though he might break the laws against 
such a free expression of opinion, and be styled 
imprudent, he would not be despised, he could 
not be accused of trickery, stratagem, or any 
species of meanness, nor could his conduct 
prove of serious detriment to the anti-slavery 
cause. 
But, such is not the fact in the class of cases 
under consideration. ‘The action-of such per- 
sons can hardly be preserved free from stratagem; 
it must always appear sinister; it can do noth- 
ing towards the extinction of slavery; it must 
embatrass other and more eflicient operations. 
Hence, while we pity the men who now groan 
in southern prisons for doing an act, which, in 
itself, is one of benevolence, and while we 
detest the inhumanity of the laws which con- 
fine them there—laws essential to the continu- 
ance of the enormous wrong of slavery—we 
hold that the Liberty party should discounte- 
nance decidedly action leading to such deplora- 
ble results.

snake Charmers, 

As we strolled through the market place of 
Laraiche we met a party of Eisowy, or snake 
charmers; they consisted of four Soosys, or na- 
tives of the province of Soos, three of whom 
were musicians, their instruments being long 
rude canes, resembling in form a flute, but open 
at both ends, into one of which the performer 
blows, producing melancholy but pleasing notes. 
We invited the Eisowy to exhibit their snakes; 
to this they readily consented. ‘They com- 
menced by raising up their hands as if holding 
a book, muttering in unison a prayer addressed 
to the Deity, and calling upon Seedna Elser, 
who in Morocco is held as the patron saint of 
snake charmers. Having concluded this invo- 
cation, the music struck up, and the snake 
charmer danced in rapid whirls, which no 
Strauss could have kept time to, round the bas- 
ket containing the reptiles. This basket was 
made of cane work covered with goat skin. 
Stopping suddenly, the snake charmer thrust 
his bare arm into the basket, and pulled out a 
large black cobra capella, or hooded snake; this 
he handled as if it had been his turban, and 
proceeded to twine it around his head, dancing 
as before, whilst the reptile seemed to obey his 
wishes, by preserving its position on his head. 

The cobra was then placed on the ground, 
and standing erect on its tail, moved its head to 
and fro, apparently keeping time to the music. 
Now whirling round in circles still more rapid- 
ly than before, the Kisowy again put his hand 
into the basket and pulled out successively, and 
placed on the ground, two very poisonous species 
of serpents, natives of the deserts of Soos, call- 
ed leffa. They were of a mottled color, with 
black spots; were thick in the body, and not 
above two feet and a half er three feet long. 

The name leffa is given, I imagine, by the 
Mogrebbin Arabs to this kind of serpent, from 
their resemblance, when in the act of darting 
at their prey, to the Arabic letter fa, le being 
merely the article transposed. ‘These reptiles 
prove more active and less docile than the co- 

bra; for, half coiled, and holding their heads in 
a slanting position, ready for an attack, they 
watched with sparkliug eyes the movements 
of the charmer, darting at him with open 
jaws every now and then, as he ventured 
within their reach, and throwing forward 
their body with amazing velocity, while 
their tail seemed to remain on the same spot, 
and then recoiling back again. The Eisowy 
warded off with his long halk, the attacks 
which they made upon his bare legs, and the 
leffas seemed to expend their venom upon the 
garment. ; 

Now calling upon Seedno Elser, he seized 
hold of one of the two serpents by the nape of 
the neck, and danced round with it; then open- 
ing its jaws with a small stick, he displayed to 
the spectators the fangs, from which there oozed 
a white and oily substance. He then put the 
leffa to his arm, which it immediately seized 
with its teeth, whilst the man, making hideous 
contortions, as if in pain, whirled round, call- 
ing on his patron saint. The reptile continued 
its bite, until the Eisowy took it off, and show- 
ing us the blood which it had drawn. Having 
laid the leffa down, he then put the bitten part 
of his arm into his mouth, and pressing it with 
his teeth,danced for several minutes, whilst the 
musie played more rapidly than ever, till, ap- 
parently being quite exhausted, he again halted. 

Conceiving that the whole was a trick—that 
the leffa had been bereft of its poison, and that 
its bite consequently would be as harmless as 
that ofa rat, I requested to be allowed to handle 
the serpent. 

“Are you an Eisowy?” said the man of Soos— 
“or have you steady faith in the power of our 
saint?” I replied in the negative. “Then,” 
said he, “if the snake bite you, your hour is 
eome! Bring me a fowl or any animal, and I 
will give og sure proof ere you attempt to 
touch a letfa.” 

A fowl was brought, and a part of the feath- 
ers having been plucked, the serpent was again 
taken up by the charmer, and allowed to bite 
the fowl for an instant. The bird was put on 
the ground, and after running around as if in a 
fit for about the space of a minute, tottered 
and fell dead. Its flesh became shortly after- 
wards of a bluish hue. It is needless to say 
that after this I declined handling ‘the leffa. 

The only way that I canaccount for the Eis- 
owy escaping unharmed from the bite of the 
snake, is, that he either prevents the leffa, 
when in the act of seizing his arm, from using 
its fangs, and that the blood seen is drawn by 
the teeth only of the reptile, which are distinct 
from its fangs, or else that the Eisowy possesses 
an antidote to the poison, or that he puts it into 
his mouthand applies it to the bitten part dur- 
ing the dance, 

Ihave frequently witnessed individuals be- 
longing to a-sect of Eisowys, in whose company 
I have chanced to be during my sporting 
expeditions, handle scorpions or poisonous 
reptiles without fear or injury, the animals 
' ~pting . ag or bite them. Whilst 
4 was residing at Tangier, a young Moor who 
was witnessing the exploits of a snake charmer, 
ridiculed his prowess as a mere delusion, and 
having been dared by the Eisowy to touch one 
of his serpents, the lad ventured into the mys- 
tic ring, Was bitten by a leffa, and shortly 
afterwards expired.—- Western Barbary—-Its 
Wild Tribes and Savage Animals, by J. H.
